“THE NAVY LEAGUE IS A NATIONAL ORGANIZ-

The proposal to allow the question of submarines to be left 
wide ‘open with construction unrestricted, prompts one to ask 

the question: — 

Is the whole alm of thesConference to equalize naval strength 
by scrapping the costly capital ships and offering increased facil- 
ity for competition in a less costly but much more deadly and dia- 
bolical weapon—the submarine? 

The economy of such a proposition which would increase brutal- 
ity at a decreased cost, leads one to believe that there is no altur- 
ism in the whole_business.

} Viscount Lascelles has been called 
jthe richest soldier in the world. He 
is not only heir to Harewood estates, 
which comprise nearly 30,000 acres, 
but in 1916 he inherited about 2,500,- 
tooo sterling, mostly in cash, under 
the will of his great-uncle, the eccen- 
tric Lord Clanricarde, a, rather no- 
torious Irish landlord, who was chief- 

hy notable for his absenteeism. 

One of his first actions on return- 
ing to social life from the war was to 
purchase Chesterfield House, a 
ous Mayfair mansion fronted with 
tall columns which face the park 
from the end of Stanhope street.

REVIEW OF 1921 


WHILE the Board ot Education in 

the ..year which closes today 
did not succeed In erecting the Cole- 
man Ward public school and did not 
get the collegiate and the industrial 


high school under way, they. did ac- 
complish considerable. The prob- 
tems the trustees faced this year 
were knotty ones, Hke that of the 
teachers’. salaries, the planning to 
get the support. of the council to 
raise the money for the construction 
of the school building; there was aslo 
the question of accommodation to 
house all that would, enter the 
schools in the Michaelmas term and 
what todo with the high school, 
which was severely scored by the in- 
spector. 

One thing was accomplished: the 
levy for schools was cut down to 


plaint that this cut was accomplish- 
ed by using a surplus that had been 
piling up in the board, but neverthe- 
less the board did practise economy 
‘n spite of mounting salaries and the 
«| relief was welcome to the city coun- 
ell. 

This year saw increase in attend- 
ance owing to the operation of the 
Adolescent School Attendance Act.

But even in,the public schools the at- 
tendance became so great that mea- 
sures had to be taken to rearrange 
the school areas and to turn away 
children from the schools until they 
reached the age of six years.
